you will not doit, No, faid I, that I do not deſire. But will 
you depoſite it in a third hand? Truly, ſaid he, thar is very fair, 
and 1 doubt not but they will do it ( for 1 told him none was 
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better able to' carry 1t on than you ; for-Mr. Bloo?'s Man was 
formerly your Servant, and preferred by you to him), and told 
me; that on Saturday by two or three of the Clock, his friend 


would be with him again ; bur that he would be (ſhy of dif- 


courſing with me: and deſired that I would come to him 
[ Rafſel | on Monday, and then I ſhould vinderſtand more. Upon 
my return | acquainted Mr. Blood with the whole diſcourſe, and 
that I was to leave the Town on Mozday, having ſtayed my ut- 
moſt time, becauſe [had a Suit depending in Chancery, at Dub- 
lin ; and that it I were not there the beginning of the Term, 
ic would be great damage to me, becauſe niy.abſence would 
be looked upon as a Contempt 3 but Mr. Blood requeſted 
me to ſtay until. he had acquainted His Majeſiy, or one of his 
Secretaries with it, to know his pleaſure as ro my going or

Cm the 18th day of January, I was with James Nettervile 
— in the Evening; hetold me his Friend | Ruſſe! had left him 
about half an hour before I came, and that he acquainted him 
with what I propounded (to wit) that $oo,l. ſhould be de- 
policed in a third perſons hand ; and he told me his friend was 
contented it ſhou]d be ſo, and. thought it but reaſonable, and 
therefore was willing to put it into.a. Goldſmiths hand. I asked 


him if they had conſidered the method we ſhould carry this on ? 


and whether they had drawn up the heads of what I was to 


ſwear? He told me, no ; but his friend would be with him a- 


gain upon Wedneſday, and that, all things ſhould be prepared 
and ready for me by Thurſday morning. I asked him if it would 
be convenient for me to meet his Friend ? He told me not as 
yer, for he was very wary, ſhy, and fearful of being betrayed, I 
cold him I thought my meeting with him was not material;only, 
ſaid I, ler him be ſure co ſecure the Money, and he needs not 
doubt of eftecing the buſineſs. Bur, ſaid I, 5001. is not all that 
I expect from him for this ſervice, that is but a melting Caſh, 
and TI have a great Charge, and a Wife and fix Children, and 


you know [| have lyen a long time waiting here, almoſt ro my 


utter ruin, and Have been very hardly dealt with. Now, if 
I accompliſh this, 1 ſhall loſe my intereſt in all other Parties, 
and therefore expe he ſhould make me a' very good intereſt,

with that Party. Nevet fear that, faid he, you (hall have inter- 
eſt enough with them; and it we can but turn off chis Plot, 
there is no danger of efteQing our buſineſs ; for, ſaith he, the 
King will believe nothing of it. Well, faid I, 1 niuſt cruſt ro 
you to make my intereſt; but 1 partly ſee how things are like 
to go, and think it wiſdom to come in with the beginning of 
the Gare. Saith he (ſwearing by his Maker ) Never fear, if we 
turn off this Plot, we do our buſineſs, and you will be made for 
ever. Bit, ſaid 1, Why will you defer this while Wedneſday ? 
That is a great while, and delays are not good. Said he, 1 did 
not expe& you till Synday : But it Lhear any thing in the mean 
time, 4 will write to you, and it ſhall be left at Mr. Brooke's 
Lodging. I hear, faid I, the Parliament is Prctogued; and that 
1s true enough, ſaid he ; and till they meet again, We Can IC= 
ceive no great damage. But, ſaid he, I hear the Apprentices are 
ready to riſe and pull down Newgate. Said 1, then 1 ſappoſe that 
is, becauſe the men | Feſuits *] are not executed. What elſe, 
ſaid he? and that is our great danger, that the people ſhould 
run into a Rebellion before we accompliſh our bufineſs. 1 asked 
him if he had "taken an Abſtra&, as he ſaid he would, of what 
that man in the priſon could ſwear, to 'take off Mr. Bedlow's 
Evidence. I have not yet, ſaid he , but we are ſure enough of 
him, and ſhall make Bedlow Rogue enough. Pray, ſaid 1, what 
will he ſwear? That the very morning the Proclamation caitte 
forth concerning Sir Edmondbury Godfrey , Mr, Bedlow came to 
his Chamber, and asked him if he had ever ſeen Sir Edmondbury 
Godfrey: For, faid he, if I knew what a like man he was, I 
could eaſily get 500l. and however, I am reſolved to hazard m 
Neck, but I will have it; and that he would have had this man 
go with him to Somerſethouſe to ſee the Rooms, and promiſed 
to get him Money, if he would go with him- Bur, faid 7;

to carry on this buſinefs, to turn this Plot to be a ProteSFant Plot 
- for the deſtruftion of the Papiſts, and then 1 ſhould be made 
for ever. When 1 paid the Reckoning, and was coming away, 
faid he, you will always come to your charge, but I hope the 
end will pay for all.

=— HAT on or about the 23d of December, 1698, I was 

at the Marſbalſeys in Southwark, where was one Fames 
| Netterwile, a priſoner there for debt ; who deſired me to 
do ſo much for him, as to carry a Note for a friend of his that 
was. a Prifoner alſo, unto one Pzerce Butler, that lived in 
Germanſtreet, near my Lodging ; and faid, If I would procure 
any of his friends to come to his friend there, he would have 
Money enough, whereof he ſhould have a ſhare ; and alſo it 
would .be a great kindneſs to him ; whereupon I told him I 
would, provided he would write it quickly. Whereupon he 
called forth his friend, and they two conſulted together, and he 
wrote two or three Lines, and gave them me tor the ſaid Butler. 
But when I came to the place-where I was directed, they told 
me he was gone out of Town in obedience to the Kings Pro- 
clamation. And fo I troubled-my ſelf no farther, but pur the 
Note in my Pocket: The next Morning he ſent a Meſlenger 
to me, to know what I had done in it ; I defired him to tell the 
ſaid Mr. Netrerwile, that the ſaid Mr. Butler was gone out. of:

Then I asked him what he was? he 
rold me that he was a Prieſt, and one of thoſe that Oats (that 
Rogue) had impeached.

The Second Information of My. Brooks. 


Being with Mr. Netterwile at the Marſhalſey in 5 outhwark,, Mr. 

Netterwile defired me I would do him the kindnels as to car- 
ry another Letter for his Friend to one Capt. Kelly,who had three 
or four Employments in the Tower of Lojdon. cold him I would 
if it was any kindneſs to hiri: $6 Netteryile with Dominick, 
Kelly went together, atid wrote a Letter to this Capt. Kelly of 
the Tower + the Conrents were mich the fate with thar I catried 
to Pierce Butler | carried it to the Tower, and Capt. Kelly was 
not at home; fol delivered it to his Wife. As ſoon as ſhe read 
it, the tears wete in her eyes; ſhe ſittick her hand on her breaſt, 
ſaying, Alas poor man, is be takgit'? -I wis ih Popes be hatl been 
fafe, of all the reſt, She thankt me very kitidly, and told-mie, as 
ſoon as her Hasband catiie hofity ſhe world give it hitti, Wheti 
E went to: Mr. Nettervile av4if,- He thatke tie for carrying the 
Letter for his Friend Dominick, Kelly to the Tower ; td rold me 
Capt. Kelly had been with theft, 26d trexted thent vety civil 
with wine and mext, and had fſpetiffive (nifthgy ripon tlie, F 
azked Nettetvils what Capt: Kelly was ? "He toff me he was a 
enie Iriſh mail. I asked him if He 4s a Papift ? He hart taken 
the: Oaths, ſaid k&; bur heis 4 wellwither © us.' On Thurſday 
the: x6 of 7exnary,' Nettervile deſited mie t& catry 4 Letter from 
kimfelf ts Cape: Kelly; which Letter $9hified',to hit that his 
Friend Donrinich, Kelly was gotis; and how that he had ptomi- 
ſed him 5 /; ts diſtharpe kirtſe?f out of the Ptifdrt, but had; nor 
yes beeh fo wot as lis word ;" therefore defited that he 'wonld 
take ſome ſpeedy cotirſe that He' thay have the +7: ro diſcharge 
himſelf out of Priſon. This Letter I deljyered to Capt. Kelly's 
own. hand itt the Tower. He tead it, and told: nie he was very 
glad his Friend was out 3 bus thit He had never ſeen him, nce 5

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Upon the 28th of -Fanuary I was defired by Sir Foſeph Wil- 
liamſon, to go to Mr. Netterwile, to try what more I could ger 
out of him. On the 3oth 1. went to him, and told him, 
that I had met with Sic Foſeph, Williamſon ; and he ſeemed to 
be angry, and thought we had: not diſcovered all we knew. 
And I told Netterpile, that although he had promiſe of his 
pardon, yet it was expeQed he ſhould. do more for it than 
he had done : As for my part, ſaid I, you know I could dil- 
cover nothing, but what diſcourſe: paſſed betwixt you and I, 
and that I have done to the full. . Therefore, 1t you know 
any more, I would adviſe you- to. diſcover it; for fince you 
have gone thus far, 'T think you ought not to conceal any 
thing of what you know more.. The Grand thing I perceive 
they deſire of you, and that which I think: 1s all they can 
expect from you, 1s, That you would declare from whom the 

o0 1, was to come. ' He thankt me for my advice, and told 
me, that he believed Sir Foſeph Williamſon had not peruſed 
all his Examinations, for he had. Anſwered all the Queſtions 
they had asked.him. And if they. had any thing more to ask 
him, he would Anſwer them......:. i... : ,.

Upon Friday the 31th of January, I acquainted 'Sir Foſeph 
IWWillzamſon with what he ſaid ; he ordered: him to: be bronght to 
the Council on Saturday morning, where I met him. at the door, 
before he was call'd; I. told him, + ſuppoſed the chick Queſtion 
that would be pur to him, would be, Whoſe this .5o001. was? 
and begged of him that he would diſcover what he knew of it. 
Upon his coming out from the Council, I asked him if that was 
not the queſtion they put to him? he told me it was: I asked 
him what account he had given them? he tcld me he thought 
they were ſatisfied, for they were very kind to tim, and promiſed 
him, that ſo long as they lived, he ſhould have the proteGion of 
that Board. {7 Tas Te 
_ On Tneſday, the 4th of February following, Sir Foſeph Wil- 
liamſor ſeeing me at the Council-door, called me in, and asked 
me if I thought I could. get any more out of Netterzile? I told 
him I: thought he: bad given him! ſatisfaction-when-he was before 
them, aoncerning.whaſe the thoney was.; I told Sit Foſeph thie dif- 
courle I had with Nettervile at his going into. the-Howle, and at 
his coming back ; then he told me, that he had not been ingenu- 
ous with them, for he would confeſs nothing at firſt ; but after 
{ome Queſtions being asked in general terms, he told them that 


it was to come from ſome of the Lords in the Tower; and de-

fired me that T would go once more to ſee if I could get any thing 
trom him. 
The next morning the Earl of Eos deſired to ſpeak with me; 
T waited upon him at the Council-Chamber : ; and he deſired me 
alſo, thar I would go to Mr. Nepterwile to ſee what I could get 
farrhee from him. 

So on Thurſday the 6th af. F chenrji TI did go to Mr. Netter- 
vile, and told him I was not come on a bare viſit ; but I was com- 
manded by theEarl of Eſſex, and Sir Foſeph Williamſon (whom 
he knew: had both been very kind to him) to adviſe him, that 
he would be i ingenuons, and diſcover what further he knew in 
this buſineſs. * Truly, faid I,*I ſuppoſe all they do expect from 
you, is, that you would' make ſome clear difcovery unto them 
whoſe money this 500 L. was; faith he (Swearing by his. Soul) 
F did rel ther all I knew, I thought they had been ſatisfied ; no, 
faid I, they are not ; and Sir Foſepb Williamſon (aith, you were 
not ingenuous ; for you only 1 in genera] terms told them it was 
ſome of the Lords money 1 the Tower. Nowif you can remem- 
ber which of 'the Lords money it was, ' it may fatisfie them ; for 
they judg, and fo do I, and every one elfe, that Ruſſel wotld 
as eaſily te]] you whoſe it was, as to tell you it was ſome of the 
Lords in the Tower. I'could get no more from him a great while; 
but after we had fate and diſcourſed ſome rime, he told me that 
Brewer was'to'be before the Council the next day, and he be. 
lieved heſhould be ſent for too/; I ſuppoſe not, ſaid 7, nnlefs I 
have ſome better account to give them from you : ſo juſt upon 
my coming away I told himz Mr. Netter»ile, Tam ſorry I can give 
NO better account of my Journey to you 5. therefore pray, if you 
have any thing more to ſay, let me know it before I go. After he 
had pauſed a while, By my Sou], fard he, I cannot remem- 
ber the particular name of any Lord but one. Who is that, 
ſaid 1? my Lord Stafford, ſaith he ; but all the reſt were to con- 
tribute to it ;; for Ruſſel told me he was to go immediately to the 
Tower, to get the Money raiſed; and that it was a difficult thing 
to get all the Lords together ; and if he ſhould go to them a- 
part, they might make ſcruples, and fo delay the buſinefs ; 
and therefore he ſhould make all the haſte he could to get 
the 4 ny. 
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A Relation of other Material Circumſtances and Diſcourſes, 
in reference to the before-mentioned deſign. 

Eſt the FL ara party ſhould ſay of the following Proceed-

The affairs that brought him into Ezgland, from his habita- 
tion in the Kingdom of Ireland, was to Petition: His Majeſty, 
and the Honourable Privy-Council, touching a Debt due to his 
Father, Sir William Bury of Grantham in Lincolnſhire, deceaſed, 
for his ſervice in being one of His Majeſties Lords Commiſſioners 
for managing the Government of Ireland ; and in proſecution 
thereof, being ſeveral times in company with Mr. Netterwile, 
who was formerly a Clerk in the Court of Claims, in Dublin, 
and who pretended to inform the Captain of ſeveral concealed 
Lands and Houſes in Ireland, which he might place his Debt up- 
on ; And upon the Captains receipt of his ſaid Letter of the x 1th 
of.

cerns (the ſaid Netterwile being no ſtranger to the Captains long 
abode here, and the expence he had been at in his ſolicitation ) 
took the opportunity to feel the Captains pulſe, as ro the horrid 

fa& before-mentioned. | 

Prime facie. It aſtoniſhed the honeſt Captain to think that 
Nettervile had diſcovered a matter of that nature to him ; and 
conſidering if he ſhould reveal it to any one, there would be but 
his aſſerting it, and Netterwiles denial, beſides the cenſure the 
World would paſs on the Captains Reputation, fromthe appre- 
henſion in Netterwiles breaſt, that the Captain would be, or was

fit to be profligated in ſuch a concern, which with the danger 
and hazard he might expoſe his life to by ſuch diſcovery, andthe
